It 
was necessary for a director to havo a qualiflos 
tion in overy company that he dirécted. He 
thonzht that it would be possible to pass in most 
of the companiess short resolution allowing the 
sppolatment “df---direstora who were not 
shareholders. That might.-sound a uovel 
suggestion, It was not novel. in the 
commercial vorld, whore there were directors on 
ths boards of companies in which they had 
little or no interest, In ordor to arrive: at smo 
scheme by which that might be worked out it 
was necessary firat of all to appoint a Commit- 
tes. He had endeavoured to show what ho thought 
could be done—what was practicable. They 
would havo toatart on aemall scale ; but whether 
or not the achome was practicable it wes for the 
Committee to decide. A Committe should 
therefore be- appointed st the. mesting to 
consider: the suggestion that he had made 
and also other suggestions, _Thore hod 
besa made tho enzgestion of a great trust 
to tske over the companies, Other sug- 
gestions had been mads, His proposition 
was that all these schemes should be given tos 
Committee, who should carefally consider them 
and make a farther report to the Shanghai 
public or the mes:ing expressing their opinion 
whether or not this or any scheme was practic. 
able. He had found the greatest. difloulty in 
getting togothor a Comimittes, but fonr or five 
geutlemen had allowed their nsmes to go before 
this meeting ss a beginning. He had spproach- 
ed, ha might almoat: say, dozens of pereons and 
asked them to join the Committee, but while 
they wished the scheme success they bogged to 
be excused. On this Committee they wanted 
public-spirited mon who would. give some of 
thair time with ut reward in ordor to investigate 
thoes schemes and say if it were possible to save 
tho Shanghai rubber industry from somo of the 
loss which must inevitably fall upon it. It was 
proposed that the Committee should not exceed 
fiften, Thero hnd beon a suggestion’ thit 
tRers should te s Rubber Growors' Association. 
This was an excellent scheme, and he thought 
that it should be br.ught before tie Committee 
and that sharsholders should bo invited to join 
such an association. There would then be some 
definite legal body which wonld oloct a 
Committes, which would perhaps be the 
best possiblo Committes that - could be 
formed -in*’. Shanghai to consider all the 
schemes concerning ths rubber industry. _".
